П nOjrYuitionftl New« Hti vl< e » 
PRESCpTT. Ariz.f Mar. 14,—More 
than t»0 years ago the first white men 
to settle in Arizona came to this spot 
drawn by the reports of trappers th at 
gold was plentiiul in the placers of 
Lynx, Big Bug and G ranite Creek. 
Today. California capital, equipped 
with the finest autom atic machinery 
th at science can build, is developing 
those* old placers for new and im ­ 
portant production. 
A 400-acre placer field in the Black 
Canyon district nean Humboldt, Ariz., 
23 miles south of here, is under oper­ 
ation by a group headed by R. H. 
Cole. 
The 12,000.000 yards of gold-bearing 
gravel in the field, has an average 
worth of SI a yard.

Men Than W omen For 
Past Two Decades, 
Records Show

WASHINGTON. D. C. March 14,— 
One of Hie must important facts to 
be deiermincd by the 19.S0 cen.sus in 
Peiin.sylvania will oe the ratio of male 
to femaleiin the State. Dr. Joseph A. 
Hill, acting director of the census, 
bureau, say.s. 
Whether the males will continue 
to uphold tlicir numerical su[>eriority 
in Pennsylvania, in view of growing 
immigration re.striction.s which tend 
to cut down the makvs more Hian the 
lemaie.s. will shortly be delermiii?a. 
In common with mo.st .states of the 
country. Pennsylvania had slightly 
few’er males in proportion to females 
in 1920 than in 1910, census bureau 
figures for the last two decennial 
censuses reveal. 
Ten years ago there were 103.2 men 
for every hundred women in the state, 
as compared with 105.9 men to every 
hundred women twenty years ago. 
Likewise the ratio in the country at 
large changed from 106 males to 100 
females in 1910 to 104 males for 100 
females in 1920. 
The information obtained through 
the cen.sus as to the sex ratio Is In- 
dLspensable in the calculation of life 
tables, in the determination of mor­ 
tality rates, and in studjdng the in­ 
cidence of disease, as well as in busi­ 
ness, in legislation, and other con­ 
nections.

The forest fire season in Penn- 
j.sylvania ordinarily gets under way 
I in March, although mast of the spring 
fires are encountered in April. 
“Re- 
I gardless of how early or late the 
I serioiLs pericxi of fire hazard may be,” 
! said Secretary Dorworth. “it is the 
iunction of this department to be 
prepared to meet it, and aside from 
plans to intensify and improve the 
fire fighting organization and equip­ 
m ent in every passible way, the co­ 
operation of the general public is not 
to be overlooked. 
“W ith the complete co-oi>eration of 
the public, the elim ination of forest 
fires in Pennsylvania can be greatly 
sim plified. 
W itiiout this cooperation, 
or to the degree that it is absent, dif- 
liciilly and discouragement will al- 
xvays be present. 
Furthermore, it is 
the people after all who can do more 
than any other agency to reduce the 
cost or practically elim inate it.

fires go much further than the sav- 
^ ing of funds to the Commonwealth, 
! just as forest protection does much 
more than guarantee an adequate

pit. and in school rooms, motor vc- 
: h id e operators seem to be conduct- 
i ing theniscives with an increasing dkîr 
; i égard for pensons, afoot. 
In the av- 
! erage Pennsylvania inunicipalitv the 
liedestrian takes his life in his hands 
' when he crasses the street even in 
suburban sections. 
“In the city of HarrLsburg alone 
since January 1. five pedestrian.s have 
been killed. 
In one case the opera- 
Itor of a vehicle tried to alibi himself 
! by saying that lus he approached an 
intersection 
a 
number 
of 
persons 
crossing the street, retreated to the 
curb, but that the person whom his 
, truck killed did not retreat. There is 
, nothing in the law compelling person.s 
^ afo<4t^ and legally in the cartway, to 
. flee to the curb on the approach of 
a car or truck. 
There ts nothing in 
the law excusing a motor vehicle op­ 
erator traveling at such speed that 
he is unable to avoid striking a person 
legally in the cartway. 
“Doubtless caution and courtesy will 
I not become attributes of the average 
driver until the courts begin to send 
t careless operators to jail for long pe­ 
riods. 
The law is that except at

Trouble Aplenty If Court 
Rules That Buyer Of 
Liquor Is Equally 
As Guilty 


Hope For Court Ruling Before 
Adjournment For Sum­ 
mer Recess—Capital 
On Edge

WASHINGTON. March 14.— P an­ 
dora's famou; box of troubles will be 
as nothing compared to the package 
of difficulties that will be opened for 
the prohibition bureau if the supreme 
court decides that the 
buyers 
of 
liquor, as well as the seller, is guilty 
of a felony under the Volstead act. 
The government has put the issue 
squarely to the court and hopes for a 
decision before the court recesses for 
the summer. 
The authorities 
are 
generally agreed th at it is the most 
crucial question involving prohibition 
th at has been subm itted to the bench 
since the constitutionality 
of 
the 
Volstead act was decided. 
In Felony Class 
A victory for the government would 
put in the felony class every citizen 
who buys liquor, whether it be a drink 
or a barrel. 
He would be liable to 
the same unisliment that is now m et­ 
ed out. to the bootlegger; in the eyes 
Of the law. in fact if the supremo court 
holds w ith the departm ent of justice, 
the buyer of liquor becomes a boot- 
logger. 
Thus, overnight almost, the court , 
may multiply a thousand 
fold 
the 
“felon class" in the country. 
While 
publicly silent, the authorities pri­ 
vately are somewhat aghast at the i 
prospect. 
Enforcem ent, they say. is 
difficult enough now, when it is di­ 
rected only at the commercial dispen­ 
ser of liquor. 
The prospect of trj - 
mg to enforce it against the consum­ 
er as well makes them shake their 
heads. 
Decision Wanted 
Attorney General Mitchell, however, 
is intent upon getting a decision on 
the point.
